ceived  for  the  laft  twelve  months  from  that  part  of 
the  world  you  are  now  deftined  to,  not  only  of  the 
great  mortality  which  has  happened  among  the  pri- 
vates, but  the  officers,  have  no  doubt  imprefled 
your  mind  with  ideas  of  the  country  and  your  fitua-  , 
tion,  not  of  the  moft  pleafant  nature ; but  this 
may  have  • one  good  effedf,  by  making  you  lif^en 
more  attentively  to  the  means  pointed  out  for  pre- 
venting this  fatal  difeafe,  which  has  proved  fb  de- 
flru<5live  to  fo  many  of  oqr  brave  countrymen, 
and  at  the  fame  time  induce  you  to  be  more  in- 
clined not  to  negledt  prevention,  which  I am  con- 
vinced is  greatly  within  your^power.  ft  is  true, 
thofe  illands  have  been  emphatically,  and  often  too 
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jiiftiy,  ftiled  the  grave  of  the  Britifli  army ; but  I 
believe  at  no  period  fince  their  difcovery  has  this 
been  fo  ftrongly  verified  as  of  late.  Few  among 
us  but  have  to  regret  the  lofs  of  a friend  or  an  ac- 
quaintance ; but  it  is  to  be  hoped  ere  this  the 
caufe  which  produced  it  has  in  a great  degree  fub- 
hdcd,  and  of  cpurfe  the ' effedl  ceased  ; but  as  the 
Wefl  Indies  have  ever  proved  unlalutary  to  the 
young  military^,  particularly'  the  Britife,  who  from 
habits  and  manner  of  Jiving  fuffer  more  from  emi-r 
gration  to  fouthern  climates  than  any  other  nation 
■ — fome  inftru6lions  relative  to  the  caaafe  and  pre- 
vention of  difeafe  may  at  this  time  be  neceffary  ; 
and  I hope  it  will  not  be  deemed  improper  in  be- 
ing offered  by  one,  who,  though  he  cannot  claim 
high  rank  in  the  fcrvice,  yet  has  had  opportimities 
of  becoming  acquainted  with  the  prefent  fubjeft, 
froni  having  beep  eiglit  years  among  the  Weft  In- 
dia iflapds,  Englilli,  and  French,  employed  with 
large  fleets  and  armies  during  the  laft  war,  and 
flncc^  the  peace,  j and  he  wiflies  to  afllire  you  that 
hiis  qnjy  mgtivc  for  \yricing  it  is  the  hope  that  it 
may  prove  ureful..,:  ' - • 

; ;Therp  are  periods  where  great  falubrity  has  been 
experienced  in  the  Weft.  JndieS;,  efpecially  on 
board  of  our  fltips  of  war  ; as  an  inftance  I .fliall 
beg  leave  to  relate,  that  durmg  the  laft  three  years 
1 was  at  Jamaica,  then  furgeon  of -a  thirty-two 
gun  frigate,  (the  Afttsea)  we  fuffered  lefs  from 
difeafe  than  I am  fure  had  we  been  in  any  har- 
jDQur  in  England  ; nor  do  I think  any  village -in 
, . ..•  - .t  . ' great 


tjreat  Britain  containing,  the  fame  number"  of  inha-* 
bitants  fuffei's  fb  i little  from  dileafe  : not  a-  man  ' 
died  on  board, *and  only  . eiglit  at  the  hofpital,- four  . 
of  thofe  were  from 'accidents  j fa  that  four  can  only 
be  faid  to  have  died  from,  difeafes  of  the  climate  j t 
this,  may  be  known  by  the  (hip’s books  at  the  navy 
office.  . The  reft  of  the  fleet  were^  I believe, 
equally  healthy,  but  in  this  fit  ip  I can  fpeak  more 
confidently,’  that  every  precaution  was  madeufe  of 
to  prevent,  dileafe  by  the  judicious  orders  of  the- 
Captain  and  attention  of  the  Firft  Lieutenant,  with-  ' 
out  whidi  all  our  medical  efforts  would  have 
availed  but  little-. ; ; : . 

the  future /health  of  the  men  and  exemption  - 
from  difeafss  of  the  country  will  in'  a great  meafure 
depend  on,  the  ftate  they  arrive  in>  and  as  their 
fervices  may  be  immediately  wanted,  it  is  of  ihe^ 
Utmoft  confequence  that  they  arrive  healthy,-  other- 
wife  the  purpofes  of  government  in  fending  them 
out  muft  be  defeated  j for  health,  when  once 
loft,  is  not  foon  recovered  -ifi  that  country.  Bc' 
fides,  when  ficknefs  prevails  in  a (hip  there  is  no 
One  fecure  from  it ; officers  will,  thereforej  confi- 
der  of  what  importance  it  is  to  employ  every  falu- 
tary  means  which  by  experience  have  been  fouiKl 
ufeful ; and  the  fatisfaftion  they  will  have  in  land- 
ing with  men  in  health  and  fpiritsfit  for  any  en- 
terprife,  will  compenfate  for  the  trouble  they  had 
in  attending  t©  them-  while  on  board;  befide9;'ic 
is  a.  duty  we  owe  to  our  country,  and  the  fervicc 
we  have  engaged  in. 
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before  the  foldiers  are  embarked,  which  flioulcl 
not  take  plate  if  poffible  until  a few  days  beford 
they  fail,  a ftritt  infpedtion  fhould  be  taken  by  the 
furgeorl  to  prevent  any  man  from  being  fent  where 
there  is  reafoh  to  fufpedt  latent  feeds  of  infediou$ 
difeafe  are'hirking  about  him>  which  may  be  judged 
from  his  unfalutary  a|5peararice  vifible  to  every  me- 
dical obferver,  and  from  a knowledge  that  he  had 
been  lately  in  prifon,  or  any  other  confined  place 
vvhere  that  infidious  diforder  the  gaol  fever  never 
fails  to  reign,  and  often  remains  dormant  for  a con* 
fiderable  time  until  brought  into  aftion  by  feme 
exciting  eaufe  ; therefore  too  great  care  cannot  be 
taken  to  prevent  its  introduction  on  board,  or  be- 
ing  generated  there,  which  has  happened  feveral 
times  of  late  from  the  fliips  being  too  much 
crowded,  and  negleCt  of  cleanlinefs  and  ven  la- 
tion ; but  it  is  to  be  hoped  will  now  feldom  make 
its  appearance,  fince  the  tranfports  which  I under* 
ftand  are  all  fitted  up  agreeable  to  Sir  Jerome  Fitz- 
patrick’s plan,  which  was  fometime  ago  adopted 
by  government,  as  well  as  the  plan  I recommended 
at  Chatham  for  preventing  its  introduction  into 
that  garrifon,  and  fpreading  its  baneful  influence 
to  other  parts  of  the  army. 

The  tubes  for  conveying  air  into  the  births  fhould 
be  kept  conftantly  open  in  the  day  j the  hammocks 
and  bedding  to  be  frequently  brought  upon  deck, 
to  be  opened  and  well  aired;  the  deck  below

Soldiers  on  board  of  tranfports  have  but  two  thrrds 
allowance  i perhaps  ofXalted  meatth.s  may  be  f - 
ficient : but  I think  it  would  be  ufeful  if  the  oth 
part  was  made  up  of  flour,  or  , any  other  vegetable 
aliment.  And  if  I am  well  informed,  and  recoi- 
led right,  there  is  one  thing  which  in  my  opmm 
would  tend  to  the  good  of  the  fold.er  and  the  fc  - 
Vice  if  done  away  , that  is,  putting  .them  under 
ftopaves  while  they  remain  on  board : it  is  true, 
they  have  no  ufe  for  money  while  at  fea,  but  that 
money  if  properly  laid  out  for  them  before 
failed,  in  putchafing  a few  neceflanes,  “i  “ te  , 
fovar,  onfons,  muftard,  potatoes,  and  peppei. 
would  aflifl  greatly  in  preventmg  a fcotbritic  ten  - 
dency  in  their  habits,  which  living  on  a failed  diet 

for  feverabmonths  never  fails  to  produce,,  and  ren- 
ders 
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ders  them  inore  liablc^to  be  attacked  with  the'di#- 

orders  of*tlie  country^ 

Afupply  of  neceffanefic/or-thofe.^w  may  fait 

fick:  (and  feverat  there  will  be  in  fpke  of  every  ex- 
ert^on)  ^otrld  be  provided  out.  of  the-  regimentat 
hofpital  fund,^  to  be  unddr  the  . care  and  dire^ion  of 
the  fl«-geoo  ; and  where -there  b . none,  feme  care- 
ful •perfon  appointed  by- the  commanding,  officers 

tho{e.neceiran€s.  to  conriaof  tea,'%^^  rice,  por. 
table-foup,,  fago  or  tapioca-,-  lenion  joice,  not  for- 
getnng  the  beft  of  dll  remedies,  fome  good  wine.- 

There  is  one  part  of  their  diet  which  I would  re- 
commend  to  be  altered— inllead  ofbourgoo,  made 
of  oatraear,.  three  times  a week,  to  give  them  wa- 
tergruel  every  morning  for  breakfaft,-as  is  done  m 
mod  of  our  rtren  of  war.  I ne^d  not  add  how  much 
-will  depend  on  the  officers  that  thofe  things-  are 
ftnaily  attended  to,  and  the  officer  of  the  day,  who 
vifitsthe  deck  below,  paying  great  attention  to 
that  part  of  duty.  You  are  in  no  danger  of  bein<r 
ferzed  with  difeafe  fo  long  as  the  men  eontimie 
healthy,,  by  having  plenty  of  room,  air,  and  being 
provided  with  good  wine,  and  proper  neceffaries 
for  the  voyage  ; but  it  will  be  prudent  to  live  tem- 
perately, to  prepare  the  Gonditution  for  the  . change 
it  mud  tmdergo  from  the  tranfition  of  climate  ; and 
the  effed  of  heat,  combined  with  other  caufes,  - 
tending  to  bring  on  febrile  complaints.  In  young! 
healthy,  and  plethoric  habits,  bleeding  may  be 
freely  and  fafely  made  ufe  of,  and  a few  dofes  of  ‘ 
purging  phyfic  may  be  taken ; thefe  are  the  only 
-5  things 
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tbings'which  appear  to  me  neceffary  for  you  while 
you  remain  on  board.  When  difernbarked,  foifie 
farther  direfrions  will  be  necelfary  to  "guard  you 
againfl:  thofe  difeafes  which  Europeans  are  fo  fabje'^ 
to  on' their  firft  arrival. 

The  yellow  fever,  as  it  is  called,  whibh  has  mide' 
fuch  dreadful  haVOC  in  the  Weft  Indies,'  is  fup- 
pofed  by  many  to  have  been  brought  from  African 
or  America;  but,  in  ray  opinion,  it  is  a diforder  ' 
which  prevails  more  or  lefs  at  all  tithes  in  thole 
iflands,  and  other  hot  cHmdtes";  but  from  a certain 
ftate' of  the  air  at  times  become  more  general,  and 
having  lately  a greateV  number  of  fubjeds  to  aft 
upOn.  Thofe  who  have  'kept  a Metereological  Re- 
giftier,  no  doubr,’  can  account  for  its  prevalence; 
there  has  beeh  a great  deal  of  phlogifton,  or  indam- 
matory  matter,  in  the  air,  occafioned  by  a want"  of 
the  - ufual  tains,- an'd  fqualh  which  prevail  in  that 
country,  and'tlhich  will  be  removed  when  the  iia- 
tnrsll  feafons  return.  To  prevent  the  attack  of  this 
fever,  air  ftimhlating  powers  muft  be  carefully' 
avoided,-  fudi  as  violent' exercife  in  the  fun  ; to  eat 
fparingly  of  animal  food,  and  drink  moderately  ot 
wine,  not  exceeding  a pint  of  TVladeira  In  the  day, 
and  no  ardent  I^iriis  ; if  pofiible,  avoid  being  ex- 
pofed  to  the  night  air  : but  when  duty  obliges  you, 
take  care  to  be  warm  cloathed  ; a glafs  of  tintfture 
of  bark,  and  fmo'akihg  a fegar^  will  be  ufeful  on 
thefe  occaGon3,“likewife  a fire  near  you  when  it  can 
be  done  but  the'  great  and  beft  preventive  will  be, 
^eraperance‘-and  feglilarity  of  living.  Unfortu- 
nately 
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nately  in  that  country  there  are  not  many  induGC- 
inents  to  quit  the  fafcinating  bottle,  .unlefs  yoa 
polil-fs  great  refolution,  and  are  well  convinced  of 
its  baneful  effedls ; for  there  are  few  amufements, 
no  operas,  pliys,  and  little  fociety,  except  among 
yourfelves  ; it  therefore  behoves  commanding 
olTicers,  who  have  experience  and  judgment,  to 
difcourage  drinking,  by  authorit3q  example,  and 
precept.  I do  not  mean  by  this,  that  officers 
drink  to  excefs ; but  I may  venture  to  fay,  fre- 
quently indulge  too  far  in  a country  which  cannot  be 
done  with  impunity.  Among  the  privates,  the 
immoderate  ufe  of  ardent  fpirits  has  been  always 
confidered  the  leading  eaufe  of  the  ficknefs  and 
mortallity  which  has  happened  among  them  ; and 
I have  remarked,  that  ficknefs  prevailed  in  propor- 
tion to  the  opportunities  they  had  of  committing 
irregularities : as  a proof  of  this  I mufl;  obferve, 
that  when  I was  in  India,  and  in  the  Coimbatore 
country,  with  the  army  commanded  by  Colonel 
Fullarton,  there  was  for  feveral  weeks  no  arrack 
for  the  troops,  during  which  time  the  lick  lift  con- 
fiderably  decreafed,  although,  the  duty  of  fatigue 
was  great,  and  the  feafon  unfavourable ; the  days 
being  exceffive  hot,  the  evenings  and  mornings 
chilly  and  damp.  It  is  tru?,  the  men’s  fpirits  were 
kept  up  and  animated  with  the  fuccefs  which  at- 
tended the  military  operations  of  that  army,  and 
their  minds  were  filled  with  the  golden  profpedl;  of 
getting  immenfe  treafure  in  Tippoo’s  Capital ; thele 
eircumftances,  we  might  fuppofe,  would  have  had 

eonfi- 
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confiderable  influence  in  retarding  difeafe,  but  they 
were  not  fufficient  to  coiinieraft  the  baneful  efiedls 
of  that  deftrucUve  poifon^  for  a few  days  after  re- 
ceiving a fupply  of  arrack  from  Calicut,  the  lick 
lift  again  returned  to  its  ufual  Itandard ; but  I 
muft  fay,  it  is  the  great  and  only  failing  I know  in 
a Britifli  foklier— too  great  a propenfity  to  liquor, 
which  no  punifhment,  or  even  certain  dcftru<ftion, 
can  prevent.  In  the  Weft  Indies,  where  it  is  fo 
plentiful  and  eafily  procured,  officers  will  have  great 
merit  if  they  can  prevent  the  men  from  the  abufe  of 
it.  Expofure  to  the  night  air,  by  obftruding 
perfpiration,  when  the  body  has  been  overheated, 
either  by  violent  exercife  in  the  fun,  or  the  ufe  of 
ftimulating  liquors,  feldom  or  ever  fails  in  new- 
comers to  produce  this  fatal  difeafe  the  yellow  fe- 
ver. 

The  cortftitutions  of  our  foldiers  from  climate 
and  manner  of  living  are  naturtilly  robuft,  therefore 
more  liable  to  be  feized  with  fever,  attended  with 
that  violent  re-adion  which  increafes  the  tendency 
to  putrefadlion,  and  it  is  remarked  that  the  'ftrong- 
eft  men  in  a regiment,  the  grenadiers,  are  the  firft 
to  fufler.  It  commences  its  attack  with  all  th^ 
fymptoms  of  inflammatory  fever,  great  heat,  and 
univerfal  pains,  thirft  increafed,  tongue  parched 
, and  dry,  pulfe  full  and  hard,  the  face  flufhed,  and 
eyes  appear  inflamed,  ftrong  pulfation  of  the  caro- 
tid arteries,  and  evident  increafed  impetus  and  de- 
termination of  blood  to  the  head  ; confiderable 
heat  and  pain  is  felt  about  the  region  of  the  fto- 

mach 
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iTiach  with  great  irritability  of  that  organ  which 
rejefts  every  thing  taken  into  it— if  thefe  fymp, 
toms  are  not  arrefted  on  their  firft  ontet,  from 
their  violence  atid  rapidity  in  twenty-four  or  thirty 
hpurs,  -the  fecond  ftage  or  fatal  termination  com- 
mences, with  great  debility^  with  evident  derange- 
ment of  the  brain  and  diflblution  of  the  fmall  vef- 
fels  about  the  head  and  ftomach,  whigh  increafes 
in  fpite  of  every  medical  effort  to  flop  their  pro- 
grefs,  and  generally  proves  fatal  on  the  third  or 
fourth  day ; not  one  in  a hundred  I believe  reco- 
veis  after  the  fecond  ftage  has  commenced,  and 
tho  remedies  in  the  firft  have  been  negleded. 
\^'e  ftaould,  therefore,  in  the  beginning  employ 
the  moft  powerful  and  effectual  remedies,  which 
aj-e  large  and  copious  bleeding,  not  only  from  the 
arm,  but  opening  the  temporal  artery  would  be 
advifeable  ; and  to  affift  in  taking  off”  the  determi- 
nation of  blood  to  the  brain,  the  fore  part  of  the 
head  fhould  be  fhaved,  and  cloths  frequently  appli- 
ed wet  in  vinegar  wherein  fal  ammoniac  has  been 
di^lved  ; cool  air  to  be  admitted,  and  no  unne- 
ceffaiy  attendants  to  be  permuted  in  the  room;  af- 
ter plentiful  bleeding  has  been  made  ufe  of,  a blif- 
ter  fliould  be  applied  to  the  region  of  the  ftomach^ 
and  a lenient  purge  given  to  carry  off”  any  acrid 
matter ; if  this  cannot  be  retained,  which  is 
frequently  the  cafe,  a glyfter  fiiould  be  admi- 
niftered ; and  if  the  pain  and  irritability  of  the 
ftomach.  is  relieved  by  the  blifter,  and  eya,- 
cu^^tions  have  been  procured,  a dofe  of  James’s 

pow* 
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powder  fliould  be  given  and  repeated  until 
a plentiful  perfpiratioh  is  brought  on,  w'hich 
(hould  be  encouraged  by  drinking  of  balm,  fage 
tea,  or  ’chicken  broth ; thefe  remedies,  when 
employed  in  time  feldorh  fail  to  bring  on  a remif- 
fion  of  the  fever,  and  a favourable  termination  of 
the  difeafe,  requiring  aftenvards  fome  bark  and 
wine  to  remove  the  debility  which  the  violence  of 
the  fymptoms  and  remedies  employed  have  occa- 
fioned.  Though  1 believe  few  recover  when  the 
putrid  ftage,  I may  fay,  has  commenced,  yet  no 
means  in  our  power  ought  to  be  negledted  as  in 
fome  conftitutions  the  fymptoms  cannot  be  fo 
violent,  and  may,  therefore,  yield  to  the  remedies 
recommended  by  authors. 

The  other  difeafes  which  the  troops  are  more 
particularly  expofed  to,  are  the  remittent  ormarlh 
fever,  and  dyfentery ; the  former  prevails  moft 
after  the  rainy  feafon.  Thofe  who  are  obliged  to 
be  in  the  yicinity  of  marfhes  expofed  to  the  efflu- 
via arifiiig  from  corrupted  vegetable  matter,  run 
every  rifk  of  being  feized  with  this  fever  : if  you 
have  choice  of  fituation  take  care  to  be  to  wind- 
ward of  it,  and  when  tents  are  to  be  pitched,  either 
for  the  healthy  or  fick,  this  precaution  fliould  not 
be  overlooked  : but  as  your  duty  on  fervice  will  fre- 
quently put  it  out  of  your  power  to  attend  to  thofe 
cirCumftances ; to  guard  againft  the  effedt  of  this 
bad  air,  what  I recommended  in  a former  part  of 
this  letter  will  be  ufefuL  A fire  near ^your  tent,

fmoaking  a fegar  and  a glafs  of  tindfure  of  bark,

or  any  warm  aromatic,  efpecially  in  the  morning, 
when  this  air  has  rnoft  influence.- 

The  dyfentery  is  the  conftant  attendant  on 
camps,  and  frequently  the  fcourge  of  an  army ; 
but  it  has  not  been  fo  common  or  deftrudive  to  our 
troops  in  the  \Yeft  Indies  fince  the  foldlers  have 
been  obliged  to  wt:ar  flannel  waiftcoats  next  their 
/kin  during  the  rainy  feafon  and  for  fome  time  af- 
ter: care  fliould  be  taken  that  every  man  is  pro- 
vided with  two  of  thefe  ; it  will  likewife  be  proper 
for  the  officers  to  wear  them  during  the  wet 
months, 

As  you  will  be  frequently  expofed  to  the  intenfe 
rays  of  the  fun,  which  occafion  fometimes  violent 
headacb,  and  danger  of  a coup  dc  foleily  I have 
found  this  relieved  and  prevented  by  only  wearing 
a few  folds  of  linen  unde^  the  fore  part  of  the  hat 
wet  with  vinegar,  which  is  both  cool  and  pleafanc. 

Such  are  the  precautions  and  means  J would  adr 
vife  for  preferving  health  and  preventing  that  fatal 
difeafe,  the  yellow  fever,  among  officers  and  fol-r 
diers  in  the  Weft  Indies ; and  I have  no  doubt,  if 
ftridly  followed,  will  -be  attended  with  every  fa\u,-r 
tary  effe(ft,  which  is  my  fincere  wiffi,
